‘THE KEY FACTS 


Figures compiled by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics show that exporting 
countries have 1,272,000,000 bushels of 
wheat to sell. The importing countries 
are estimated to require 152,000,000 
bushels, or 58 per cent of the available 
supply. The apparent world surplus is 
520,000,000 bushels. : 

That explains why wheat is cheap. 
It explains also why the Pool and grain 
dealing companies in Canada are ship- 
ping this year, and not holding. When 
any commodity must be sold against 
such a surplus as that, high prices can- 
not be secured, and holding might leave 
the holder in the predicament of the 
man who yelled for somebody to help 
him let go of the bear. 


THE END OF THE ROAD 


Canada’s new tariff policy is pro- 
mised some attention in the course of 
the election campaign in the United 
States. The Democrats say we are re- 
taliating for the enactment of the Haw- 
ley-Smoot bill. The Republicans reply 
that we are only attending to our own 
business, and that the part of a polite 
neighbor is to pretend to be disinter- 
ested. 

What is made clear by this is that 
both parties are very much interested. 
And while they are discussing our mo- 
tives, it is our action they are concern- 
ed about. The upward revision of our 
tariff means shutting United States 
goods out of Canada, to great or less 
degree. That is what is really bother- 
ing our neighbors, rather than why we 
have adopted the new attitude. 

This is something that Canadians 
might ponder with profit. We have in- 
stalled a Government pledged to a tar- 
iff policy modelled on that of the Unit- 
ed States. What is going on at Wash- 
ington is a reminder that that kind of a 
policy can be carried too far. There is 
a point at which barring imports is bar- 
ring exports. The United States has 
reached that point, and is wondering 
what to do about it. 


MAKE IT AN ANNUAL 


As it did a year ago, the Alberta 
products fair last week drew many thou- 
sands of interested visitors. The exhibi- 
tion was fairly representative of the 
wide range that is covered by productive 
enterprise in the province, a range 
which can only be appreciated by those 
who have seen a collective demonstra- 
tion of the kind. 

Albertans are by no means wanting 
in local patriotism. Other things being 
approximately equal, they would rather 
buy from one another than from out- 
siders, and thus keep money circulating 
within the comparatively small circle of 
their own province. There cannot be 
any doubt that the fair has surprised a 
great many visitors as to-the number of 
the things they require which are grown 
or made in Alberta. That they will buy 
these, in preference to outside products, 
is to be supposed. 

All who had to do with promoting 
the fair, and all who contributed to its 
success, deserve the thanks of the com- 
munity for a real and effective effort to 
advance the genera! welfare. An exhibi- 
tion of the kind should be an annual 
event in Edmonton. The results thus 
far give ground for confidence that such 
will be the case.

It is hardly possible now to pick up 
a copy of a daily paper without reading 
a harrowing account of the killing or in- 
jury of some person who suffered from 
4 street accident because he or some- 
body else set a higher value upon time 
than upon safety. It is an age of speed, 
and the price of speed too often is death 
or an injury that leaves the victim bro- 
ken in health and usefulness. 

And why all the rush? Is the time 
saved at the expense of safety valuable

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enough to be worth the price? It is no- 
torious that in most cases the “minute” 
saved is of little or no value at all, that 
the speeding is not done under pressure 
of necessity, but simply under the spur 
of a purposeless impulse. 

A pedestrian dashes across the 
street in the path of an approaching car 
with no actual reason in the world for 
doing so. A driver “steps on the gas” 
when it makes not a cent’s difference 
to him or anybody else whether he gets 
to his destination a minute sooner or 
later. Each of them wastes more time 
during the day than he ever saves by 
thus running himself or someone else 
into peril. 

If this kind of folly is to be checked, 
and the slaughter and maiming halted, 
that will have to be done by the volun- 
tary exercise of prudence on the part of 
the individual, rather than by the exer- 
cise of authority in the enforcement of 
law. We cannot have an omniscient 
policeman on every corner, and statutes 
cannot be framed which will prevent 
people playing the fool. 

ith the co-operation of a number 
of business houses, and the cordial ap- 
proval of civic authorities, the Bulletin 
proposes during coming weeks to make 
an attempt to focus attention on the 
folly of sacrificing safety to speed on 
the public highways, in hope that a 
popular sentiment will thus be aroused 
which will make life safer than it now is 
on the streets of the city.

SCHOOL AND OTHER GROUNDS 

New rural schools must now have inside toilets 
and the endeavor of the provincial town pianning 
office is to advise all rural school authorities to 
make provision in old schools for inside tollets; to 
enlarge if necessary the schoo! grounds to adequately 
provide for recreation facilities and then logically 
to consider a planting and beautification program. 

It is found necessary to stress the fact that 
beauty must be founded on order, and to urge that 
planning is ntcessary for effective planting, which 
should not merely be used to cover the mistakes of 
bad planning.

It depends upon where it's located, doesn’t it? If it's located in Canada, 
1t’s worth a small fortune to us.

In 
any event, it is almost certain to be worth far less than the branch it 
might be persuaded to establish in Halifax, or Vancouver, or any point 
in between, even though that branch gave steady employment to only 
fifty hands! 


No matter where they locate in relation to where we reside, we're always 
delighted to hear of branch factories being established in Canada, be- 
cause of the employment they create for Canadian labour, the market 
they provide for Canadian farmers and Canadian merchants, and the 
business activity they stimulate in countless ways and in countless 
quarters. 


Thus far, in our efforts to promote their establishment within our 
borders, we have made wse of but one lever—our tariff. For a time it 
proved to bea very effective lever. During the period preceding the war 
the harvest was considerable. But of recent years the annual crop of 
branch factories has been lean—dquite disappointingly so when we reflect 
that the justification for their establishment should he greater than 
ever before, due to the fact that our annual imports of merchandise keep 
steadily increasing. 


Isn't there something that each of us as individuals might do to help 
get the movement in full swing again? Suppose we steadfastly refused 
to Buy merchandise that we knew to have been imported, wouldn't that 
cause @ lot of these outside manufacturers to reconsider their plans? 


Not long since, the manufacturer of an imported product, the annual 
sale of which in Canada runs inte millions of dollars, boasted that no 
action this country might take would ever force him to establish a 
branch factory here. When he said that he was, of course, thinking 
only of one kind of action—tariff action! And feeling secure in the 
advantage of a low manufacturing cost obtained through mass produc- 
tion, he probably had some justification for believing that his hand could 
not be forced. 


But he overlooked one very important point. And that is that while 
Canadians have always shown themselves a very tolerant people in their 
attitude towards imported merchandise, they are quick to resent unfair- 
ness of any kind when practised against themselves. 


Now that particular manufacturer buys no materials from Canada. The 
workmen he employs buy nothing that has been produced in Canada. 
From the operation of his hugeindustry the people of this country derive 
no profit whatsoever. Why then should they continue to buy his product 
when there are available to them at equal prices products of the same 
kind, and of just as good if nat better quality, that have been made in 
Canada? 


Not only that particular manufacturer, but scores of others, could be 
forced to open up branch factories in this country under pain of losing 
their entire Canadian business, if each and every one of us, before 
completing a single purchase, were first to make absolutely sure that 
the article had been produced in Canada!
